Mooney's long hoped-for trial on an 
old indictment in connection with the 
bombing of the 1916 Preparedness Day 
parade, got under way Tuesday with 
the day devoted to an unsuccessful 
attempt to get a jury from the first 
panel of 46 veniremen. 


The prosecution accepted jurors as 


drawn and intended to present no evi- 
dence. The proceedings moved brisk- 
ly along in the court of Superior Judge 
Louis H. Ward. 


Mooney, florid and quiet, sat with 


his attorneys, headed by the veteran 
Frank P. Walsh. Among the spectators 
was the aged mother, Mary Mooney, 
and Mooney's wife, Rena. 


Mooney had been brought to the 


county jail here a few days ago from 
Sim Quentin, where he has been serv- 
ing a life sentence for conviction at 
his first trial for bombing the 1916 
parade, which resulted in a loss of 10 
lives. 


When adjournment was taken for 


the day 35 of the 46 talesmen in the 
panel had been excused either for 
••ause or by peremptory challenge. Of 
the 11 remaining in the jury box, sev- 
en were women. A new panel was 
ordered for Wednesday.

Park Avenue. . 


Colonels and'Commodores, paunchy 


masters of finance, brisfly-mustached 
diplomats—gentlemen all, scions' of 
centuries-old lines of blue-bloods. 
They're deserting, with a sigh, the 
gloomy, high-vaulted Kalian palazzo 
where for 30 years they have dined, 
and "talked, rand lounged before the 
broad windows on Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-first Street, And now, for the 
fifth time hi the organization's 97 
years, its members must 
accustom 


themselves to new and modern gran- 
deurs, and a new view. 


The Union is the oldest social club 


in,America, as well as the most'social- 
ly exclusive. In the old days sons of 
New/York's first.families were enroll- 
ed on its long Waiting list, which often 
contained a.thousand names, as soon 
as they were born. Lately, though, 
the waiting list has dwindled, but 
there has 'been no tonal lowering of 
its membership. On • the roster are 
names like J. Pierpont Morgan, Ogden 
L. Mills, Clarence H. Mackay, Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, William H. Wood- 
in. Members of old families Ijhe the 
Cabots, Vanderbilts, Iselins and Bid- 
dies are elected as a matter of course. 
The club's secretary, Charles K. Beek- 
man owns the Social Register.

For Men Only 


'Sternly masculine, the Union Club 


has never had a ladies' day. In fact, 
the only woman ever admitted to its 
cloistered halls were the widows of 
ex-presidents, escorted there to view 
their husband's portraits. Gambling 
games are frowned upon, although 
members generally find something on 
which to place bets—such as the num- 
ber of negroes who will pass a win- 
dow during a given time, or the num- 
ber of kittens that will be born to the 
basement cat. 


Contrary to cor/jecture, mere mem- 


bership is not expensive. Initiation 
fees are $300; annual dues $200. Cigars 
and refreshments are sold at whole- 
sale prices, and there is no tipping of 
employees.

Surprises Wall Street 


NEW YORK.—The condition state- 


ment of J. V. Morgan '& Co., published 
today in connection -with the Senate 
inquiry, contained plenty of surprises 
for the Wall Street community. , ..It 
showed that the "housa on the xrfrntr" 
holds very much less in commonstock'! 
than had popularly been supposed and 
that it, like every one .else, suffered 
severe losses during the past threa 
years. 


The firm has no stated capital but 


carries this item as "net worth" rep- 
resenting the money that the partners 
have in the business after all losses 
have been taken and expenses paid. 
All investments are carried at market 
and provision for possible losses on 
outstanding loans is made by writing 
down the "net worth" as carried on 
the balance sheet. 


This net worth amounted to ?118- 


604,184 at the end of 1929. By the close 
of last year, however, it had been re- 
duced to $53,194,077, indicating losses 
3t $65,-n0.107 in the three years or over 
5 per cent. 
The firm's holdings of common stocks 


at the end of last year were only $13,- 
57,028, contrasted with investments of 
224,580,150 in the United States gov- 
ernment bonds, $33,857,666 in cash or 
jn deposit in other banks and $7,325,- 
000 in call loans. 


The total of $340,047,702 of deposits 


reported was slightly smaller than hac 
>een generally expected as was the 
figure of total resources, $424,708,096 
The statement indicated a severe drop 
n deposits between January 2, 1931 
when $503,898,015 Was reported 
and 


January 2, 1932, when $319,403,849 wa; 
shown.. This interpreted in financia 
circles as reflecting withdrawal during 
that period of the deposits of foreign 
governments, particularly the govern- 
nents of France, Great Britain anc 
Belgium which occurred prior to anc 
for many months after suspension o" 
he gold standard by England.

picked up its fat leather chair and its 
copy of-the New York Times, and is 
movirig to a new $3,DOtf,flOO "home on 
Park Avenue. . 


Colonels and'Commodores, paunchy 


masters of finance, bristly-mustached 
diplomats—gentlemen all, scions' of 
centuries-old lines of blue-bloods. 
They're deserting, with a sigh, the 
gloomy, high-vaulted Kalian palazzo 
where for 30 years they have dined, 
and "talked, rand lounged before the 
broad windows on Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-first Street, And now, for the 
fifth time hi the organization's 97 
years, its members must 
accustom 


themselves to new and modern gran- 
deurs, and a new view. 


The Union is the oldest social club 


in,America, as well as the most'social- 
ly exclusive. In the old days sons of 
New/York's first.families were enroll- 
ed on its long Waiting list, which often 
contained a.thousand names, as soon 
as they were born. Lately, though, 
the waiting list has dwindled, but 
there has 'been no tonal lowering of 
its membership. On • the roster are 
names like J. Pierpont Morgan, Ogden 
L. Mills, Clarence H. Mackay, Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, William H. Wood- 
in. Members of old families Ijhe the 
Cabots, Vanderbilts, Iselins and Bid- 
dies are elected as a matter of course. 
The club's secretary, Charles K. Beek- 
man owns the Social Register.

For Men Only 


'Sternly masculine, the Union Club 


has never had a ladies' day. In fact, 
the only woman ever admitted to its 
cloistered halls were the widows of 
ex-presidents, escorted there to view 
their husband's portraits. Gambling 
games are frowned upon, although 
members generally find something on 
which to place bets—such as the num- 
ber of negroes who will pass a win- 
dow during a given time, or the num- 
ber of kittens that will be born to the 
basement cat. 


Contrary to cor/jecture, mere mem- 


bership is not expensive. Initiation 
fees are $300; annual dues $200. Cigars 
and refreshments are sold at whole- 
sale prices, and there is no tipping of 
employees. The latter, however, di- 
vide a subscribed 
Christmas 
fund 


which usually runs between 312,000 
and $15,000. Dinners in the club's pri- 
vate dining rooms are likely to be ex- 
pensive..

Surprises Wall Street 


NEW YORK.—The condition state- 


ment of J. V. Morgan '& Co., published 
today in connection -with the Senate 
inquiry, contained plenty of surprises 
for the Wall Street community. , ..It 
showed that the "housa on the xrfrntr" 
holds very much less in commonstock'! 
than had popularly been supposed and 
that it, like every one .else, suffered 
severe losses during the past threa 
years. 


The firm has no stated capital but 


carries this item as "net worth" rep- 
resenting the money that the partners 
have in the business after all losses 
have been taken and expenses paid. 
All investments are carried at market 
and provision for possible losses on 
outstanding loans is made by writing 
down the "net worth" as carried on 
the balance sheet. 


This net worth amounted to ?118- 


604,184 at the end of 1929. By the close 
of last year, however, it had been re- 
duced to $53,194,077, indicating losses 
3t $65,-n0.107 in the three years or over 
5 per cent. 
The firm's holdings of common stocks 


at the end of last year were only $13,- 
57,028, contrasted with investments of 
224,580,150 in the United States gov- 
ernment bonds, $33,857,666 in cash or 
jn deposit in other banks and $7,325,- 
000 in call loans. 


The total of $340,047,702 of deposits 


reported was slightly smaller than hac 
>een generally expected as was the 
figure of total resources, $424,708,096 
The statement indicated a severe drop 
n deposits between January 2, 1931 
when $503,898,015 Was reported 
and 


January 2, 1932, when $319,403,849 wa; 
shown.. This interpreted in financia 
circles as reflecting withdrawal during 
that period of the deposits of foreign 
governments, particularly the govern- 
nents of France, Great Britain anc 
Belgium which occurred prior to anc 
for many months after suspension o" 
he gold standard by England.

LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—The possibil- 


ity that the state Democratic conven- 
tion when it meets here June 20 may 
refuse to nominate candidates for chief 
justice of the supreme court, fifth-dis- 
trict congressman and two chancery 
judgeships, is being discussed in po- 
litical circles here. 


Governor Futrell's statement that he 


favored primaries to select the nomi- 
nees if the candidates were willing to 
pay the expenses of the primary elec- 
tions, has given impetus to the move 
to have the convention decline to 
nominate. 


His statement was prompted by 


widespread criticism in the press of 
the state and by private citizens of 
the action of the state Democratic cen- 
tral committee in calling the 1932 con- 
vention delegates back into session to 
make the nominations, instead of call- 
ing a primary. 


At least two members of the state 


central committee who voted for the 
convention plan of nominating have 
privately expressed the hope the con- 
vention would refuse to nominate. 


The possibility of such action has 


opened up a wide field of discussion 
on what ths result would be. 


'Since the convention meets on June 


20, less than a month before the July 
18 prohibition referendum when the 
governor plans to call a special elec- 
tion to elect a chief justice, two chan- 
cery judges and a successor to Con- 
gressman Heartsill Ragon if the latter 
resigns next month, there would be 
little time for the state committee to 
meet again and call a primary. The 
new run-off primary law becomes ef- 
fective June 9 and a run-off primary 
would be necessary unless the leading 
candidates received a majority of all 
votes cast for each office. 


Should the convention refuse to 


nominate, what is regarded as the 
most likelf course would be to leave 
the special election open to all candi- 
dates to file by petition—a plan pro- 
posed to the state committee but; re- 
jected in favor of the convention plan. 


Congressman Ragon has announced 


it is his present intention to resign his 
seat in the house early in June to as- 
sume the federal judgeship pf the 
western district of Arkansas, to which 
he recently was appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


The other three offices to be voted 


on July 18—chief justice and chancel- 
lors of the sixth and twelfth districts 
—have been filled temporarily by ap- 
pointments of Governor FutrelL
